The sooner that 
is done the sooner we shall escape 
from suffering from the facts and the I 
sooner our men of business wall be j 
free to thrive by the law of nature 
(the nature of free business) instead 
of by the law* of legislation aud arti­ 
ficial arrangement. 
How Tariff H a s Grown. 
We have seen tariff legislation wan­ 
der very far afield in our day—very far 
Indeed from the field in which oar I 
prosperity might have had a normal J 
growth and stimulation. 
No one who \ 
looks the facts squarely in tile face or j 
knows anything that lies beneath the : 
surface of action can fail to perceive * 
the principles upon which recent tariff J 
legislation has been based. 
We long j 
ago passed beyond the modest notion J 
of “protecting” the Industries of the J 
country and moved boldly forward to 
the idea that they Avere entitled to the 
direct patronage of the government. 
For a long time—a time so long that 
the men now active in public policy 
hardly remember the conditions that 
preceded it—Ave have sought in our 
tariff schedules to give each group of 
manufacturers or producers what they 
themselves thought that they needed 
in order to maintain a practically ex­ 
clusive market as against the rest of 
tile world. Consciously or unconscious­ 
ly we have built up a set of privileges 
and exemptions from competition be­ 
hind which it was easy by any. even 
the crudest, forms of combination to 
organize monopoly, until at last noth­ 
ing is normal, nothing is obliged to 
stand the tests of efficiency and econo­ 
my. in our world of big business, but 
everything thri\*es by concerted ar­ 
rangement. 
Only new principles ot 
action will save us from a final bard 
crystallization of monopoly and a com­ 
plete loss of the influences that quick­ 
en enterprise and keep independent en­ 
ergy a ii v«*
